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Ince our laſt ro your Lordſhips, the condition of our 
Ghai is not 2 little changed: for on Monday laft,upon 
notice of Prince Ruperts marching from Knaresbrough 
towards us: we reſolved,and accordingly drew out the Ar- 
mies to have mct him , and for that end did march that 
ſame night to Laygmar#on-Moor, about foure miles off 
the Weſt ſide of Tort, but he having notice thereof, did 
paſſe with 'his Army art —_ Bridze , and ſo put the 
River of Ouſe between him and us : whereby we were 
dif-enabled ro oppoſe his paſſage into Tork : the Bridge 
we bnilt on the Weſtfide of the Town being ſo weake, 
that we durſt not adventure to tranſport our Armies upon 
it : This made us refolve, the next m&rning to march to 
Todcaſter, for ſtopping of his paſſage Sonthward : and che 
Armies being fo far on their way, as the Van was within 
a mile of it , notice was ſent to uy/by onr Horfemen., who 
were upon our Rear, that the Prince his Army, Horſe and 
Foot , were 2dyanced the length of Lowgmarfton- Moore, 
and was ready to fall upon them: Whereupon wee re- 
called rhe Army,and drew them up-on a Corn-hill, upon 
the Southſide of the Moore, in the beft way we could, fo 
far as the ftraitneſſe ofthe fields, and other diſ-advantages 
of the place could permit : Before both Armies were in a 
readineſle it was {even a clock at night, about which time 
they advanced the oneto the other: Whereupon followed 
a very hor Enconnter,for the ſpace ofthree hours, where- 
_ of ( bythegreat bleſſing and _=_ providence of R's 
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rhe iſſue was the totall Routing of the Enemies Army, the 
Toſle of all their Ordnance,to the nuiniber of z0.rheir Ain- 
munitfon and Baggage, about 100. Colours, and ten thou- 
fand Armes:There were killed upon the place about 3ooo. 
of them, whereof many are chef Officers,and 1500.priſo- 
ners'taken, amongſt whom there are above 190. Officers, 
in which number is Sir. Charles Lucas, Lieutenant-Generall 
to the Marqueſle of Newcaſtles Horſe, Porter Major- Gene» 
rall,and Major-Generall 7z/ler,beſides diverſe Colonells, 
Lieutenant-Colonells, and Majors. . Our loſſe, God- be 
-praiſed,is not very great , being onely. of qne-Licutenant 
Colonell,ſome few Captains,and about two. or three hun- 
dred common Souldiers. The Prince in agreat diftracti- 
on,witha few Horſemen , and almoſt no Foot , marched 
the next.morning from-Tork Northwards. Weeare now 
lying down again in our old-Leaguer before Tork, which 
we are in hopes in a few dayes to gain, and are reſolved to 
ſenda great part of our. Cavalrie after Prince Rupert : Wee 
having nothing to adde,butr as the glory of all the ſucceſle 
belongeth unto God , and the benefit wee hope, ſhall re- 
dound tothe whole Kingdome. Wee have appointed this | 
next Sabbath for a day of publicke Thankſgiving thorow- 
out the Armies : So your Lordſhips would appoint a day 
for the ſame to be kept throughout the Kingdom, and no-

Fort, there not being 500 Souldiers in the Town befide Citizens,

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Y earneſt deſire to ſarisfe your expeAation,nnd the 
M fear which haveyleſt our affairs here ſhould nor be 
truely repreſented unto-you , hath moved me to give you 
this ſhort account of the late Fighs. | 

v_ Munday laſt, underſtanding that Prince Rupert, 
with about Twenty thouſand Foot and Horſe, did marc h: 
towards us. ,, our whole Army aroſe fromthe Siege , and 
marched toward Lamgyaurſien Xvor,zbout 4or 5 mile from 
Tork,where we quantred that night : Burthe Prince having 
notice of our march, paſſed with his Arty by the way ob 
Burroughbridge, ſo-than by reaſon of theinterpoling River, 
we could-not hinder his paſſage into! Tort: Whereupon 
we marched:to Todeafter, to prevent his going ſouthward 3 
but before owe Van was advanced, within mile of ToZ- 
caſter , we were advertiſed that: the Prince was upon our 
Reare, and was comethe length of Lanugmarſton, where 
hedrew up his Armic ina place of greatadvantage,having 
the addition.of the Earle of NewcaſHes Forces, reported 
tobe about 6000, Withias great expedition as could-bez 
our Army: was called/back. 

In the mean while, the Enemy perceiving that our Ca+ 
vary had poffefled) themſelves of 4 Corn Hill', and: has 
ving'diſcovered neer unto that: Hill a. place of great: ad-+ 
vantage, where they might have-both Sun and Winde of 
us, advanced thither with Regiment of Red Coars; and 
+ pany of Horſe : but we underſtanding well-cheir incen- 
cans, 
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tions , and how prejudiciall it would be unto us , if they 
ſhould keep that ground , we ſent out a panty which bear 
them off, ang planted there our Left, Wing of Horſe : ha- 
ving gained this place, Generall Leſley gave order for 
drawing up @f the Barttell : The Right Wing of. Hotſe 
was intruſted to Sir Thomas Fairfax, a man of known Va- 
lour and Reſolution, ir did conſiſt of his whole Cavalry, 
and three Regiments of the Scottiſh Horſe, commanded. 
by the Earle of Dalhouſie , Earle of Eglinton, and Lord 
Balgony : Next unto them was drawn up the Right Wing 
of the Foot, conſiſting of the Lord _ his Foot, and 
two Brigades of the Scottiſh Foot for a Reſerve. In the 
main Battell was the Regiments of the Earle. of Lindſey, 
Lord <Maitland, Earle of Caſsils, and Kelheads, and two 
Brigades of the Earle of MHancheſters : In the Reſerve 
was the Earle of Balcleugh his Regiment , the Earle of 
Lowdons , Earle of Dumfermlings, Lord Conpers, Generall 
Hammiltouns Generall of the Artillery , £4inburgh Regi- 
ment, and a Brigade of cManchefters. Upon the Left 
Wing of Horſe, was the Earle of :Mancheſters whole Ca- 
valry, under command of Lieutenant Generall Cromwell, 
and three Regiments of the Scottiſh Horſe , commanded 
by Generall Major Zeſly : and upon their Left hand , neer 
acroſſe Ditch,where the Enemy had a Regiment of Foor, 
was placed the Scottiſh Dragoones , underthe command 
of Colonel Frize/. Orders being given to advance, the 
Battell was led on by General Hammiltoun , Lieutenant 
General Baylie , and Major General Crawford;: The Re- 
ſerve being committed to the truſt of. General Major 
Lumſden. There was agreat Ditch between the Enem 

and us , which ran along the Front of the Battell, wy 
between the Earle of MancheFers Foot and. the Enemy 
there:was a Plain: in this Ditch the Enemy had placed 
"I foure 
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four Brigads of their beſt toot, which upon the advance of 
our Bartel were forced to give ground, being gallantly afſ- 
faulted by theE.of Lindſayes Regiment;theLord Maitlands, 
Caſsils,8& Kelheads, Gen:Major Crawford having overwing- 
ed the enemy,ſerupon their flank,8& did very good execu- 
tion upon the ehemy,which gave occaſion to the Scottiſh 
Foot to advance 8& paſle the Ditch. The right wing of our 
Horſe had ſeveral misfortunes, for betwixt them 8& the e- 
nemy there was no paſſage bur at a narrow Lane, where 
they could not march above 3. or 4.in front:upon the one 
fide of the Lane was a Ditch, and on the other an Hedge, 
both wherof were lined with Musketiers,notwithitanding 
fir Thomas Fairfax charged gallantly, but the enemy keep- 
ing themſelves in abody,and receiving them bythrees and 
fours as they marched out of the lane,&(bywhat miſtake 
know not lir Tho. Fairfax his new levied Regiments being. 
inthe Van,they wheeled abour, & being hotly purſued by 
the enemy,came back upon the L. Fairfax foot,and the re- 
ſerve of the Scottiſh Foot, broke them wholly, & crod the 
moſt parcot them under foot. SirTho. Fairfax, Col. Lambers 
& ſir Tho. his brother with 5.0r6.troops,charged through 
the enemy 8& went to the left-wing of horſe,the tewoSqua» 
drons of Balgonies Regiment being divided by the Enemy 
each from the other,one of them being Lanciers, charged 
aRegiment ofthe Enemies foor,8 put them wholly to the. 
rout, 8 after joyned with the left-wing of Horſe, the other 
by another way went alſo to the left-wing ; The Earle of 
Ezlintons Regiment maintained their ground (moſt of the 
Enemies going on in the purſuit of che Horſe 8 Foot that 
fled)burt with the loſle of 4. Lieuts:The Lieur. Col.cthe Ma- 
jor,and Eglsntons ſon being deadly wounded, Sir Cherles 
' £Z=cas,and Gen. Major Porter having thus dividedall our

found in the Wood, with ſome of their proviſions : Upon 
Thurſday morning the Souldiers being drawn to their 
Arms upon a falſe Alarm,occafion was taken to march to- 
wards Tork to our old Leaguer : about ſeven of the clock 
the Town was ſummoned to render upon mercy , where- 
unto anſwer was returned under Sir Thomas Gl:nhams, and 
the Major of the Towns hands, that they could not give it 
up upon ſuch termes : And if they ſhall continue 1n their 
obſtinate refuſals , wee are reſolved by Gods aſſiſtance to 
ſtorme it once this weeke following , tor our Scaling-lad- 
ders andall other neceſſaries for a ſtorm are in readineſle, 
there not being 500.fighting men in the Town, beſides the 
Citizens ; eſpecially,the Enemy having quitted their great 
Fort for want of men to maintain it. 

We hear that there have been ſome differences between 
the Prince and the'Earle of Newcaſtle, which appear to be 
more reall,that they have parted fince : the Earle of New- 
caſtle, Generall King,and the Lord Widrington, are gone to 
Scaresborouzh, and as we underſtand fince, are ſhipped for 
Holland,and Prince Rupert toward the North ; his Ren- 
dezvous was twelve miles on the North fide of York, 
where appeared abour fifteen or ſixteen hundred horſe,and 
eight hundred foot, Upon Thurſday at night hee was at 
Richmond,ſo that it is yet doubrfull whether he intends for 
the Biſhoprick of Durham, or Lancaſhire : if he ſhall goto 
Purham and thoſe parts, wee hope Calender (who for cer- 
rain is before Newcaſtle) will entertain him : however,we 
have ſent after him all the Scottiſh Cavalry , all the Lord 
Mancheſters,one thouſand of the Lord F airfaxes , and one 
thouſand Dragoons,in all ſeven thouſand. While I was 
about to cloſe my Letter,we reccived informarion,that the

Lord Clavering with about 2000. Foot and Horſe, are joy: 
ned with the Þrince , andthar he is gone to Lancaſhire : 
whereupon Sir Fohn Meldrum , with the Lancaſhire and 
Scottiſh Foot that were there formerly , and Sir William 
Brereton with 1500.Horle, are returned the neereſt way to 
Lancaſhire, to ſtop the Prince his paſſage into the South, 
till our Horſe be able to overtake him. The three Gene- 
ralls have ſent the bearer hereof Captain William Stuart (a 
Scottiſh Otficer that. did good ſervice in the late Fight ) to 
the Parliament with the Earle of Newcaſtles Commiſſ- 
on for being Generall, and his Commiſſon for making of 
Knights , which were taken at the Fight , together with 
ſome Letters of Sir Fohn Hothams , whereby it is clearly 
made known that he intended to betray Hull to the Ene- 
my. There are likewiſe ſent by him all the Coroners, and 
Colours, which could be got from the Souldiers, who e- 
ſteem it a great glory to divide them in, pieces and weare 
them: And before Proclamation was made for delivery 
of them' , they had diſpoſed of the moſt part of them. I
